Political guru Paul Manafort took at least 
18 trips to Moscow and was in frequent 
contact with Vladimir Putin’s allies for 
nearly a decade as a consultant in Russia 
and Ukraine for oligarchs and pro-Kremlin 
parties. 

Even after the February 2014 fall of 
Ukraine’s pro-Moscow President Viktor 
Yanukovych, who won office with the help 
of a Manafort-engineered image makeov- 
er, the American consultant flew to Kiev 
another 19 times over the next 20 months 
while working for the smaller, pro-Russian 
Opposition Bloc party.

In the deadliest-ever attack by 
Islamic extremists in Egypt, mil- 
itants assaulted a crowded 
mosque Friday during prayers, 
blasting helpless worshippers 
with gunfire and rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and blocking 
their escape routes. At least 235 
people were killed before the 


militants, including the local 
affiliate of the Islamic State 
group, consider Sufis heretics 
because of their less literal in- 
terpretations of the faith.
